TO ENLARGE THE TIME TO FILE 

REPLIES TO OPPOSITIONS TO MOTIONS FOR SUMMARY JUDGMENT 

Federal defendant moves, pursuant to Fed.R.Civ.P. 6(b), to extend the time within which 
both parties may file replies to oppositions to motions for summary judgment. The parties have 
filed cross-motions for summary judgment.

Gonzalez, 05-1934. 

WHEREFORE, defendant moves to enlarge the time in which both parties may file their 
replies to oppositions to cross-motions for summary judgment, until and including, October 24, 
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CERTIFICATE PURSUANT TO LCvR 7(m)
